The countries visited included Portugal, Spain, Italy, 


Yugo-Slavia, Bulgaria, Turkey, Iraq, Egypt-and Pales- 


tine. 


Mr. Stokes told me that, as a 
Roman Catholic, he was received by 
the Pope while in Rome, but that it 
was, In the main, a one-sided con- 
versation. , 


“His Holiness,” he said, “is a good 
listencr; and he was more concerned 
to hear whut an Englishman had: to 
say about the English attitude to the 
war than to make any observations 
of his own, discreet or indiserect. © 

“The one subject .on which he 
spoke with great feeling was the 
uirocities committed by the Nazis 
against the, Catholic population of 
conquered Poland.” eas 

Mr, Stokes found that in Italy—as, 
indeed, in the other. countries visited 
—there was an_ extraordinarily. 
friendly feeling to the British people, 
expecially {n business and other un- 
offictal circles, : : 

He Is convinced that Italy. will not 
enter the.war against the Allics, ond 
that leaders of opinion in Italy cer- 
tainly do not expect Germany to win.

On the 
morning ferry, over the lunch

None of us knows the answer, 

But to make a good guéss, to have 
an idea of the -way a German general

If you want to sce what the Duke 
of Wellington used to call “the other 
side of the hill,” I advise you to read 
a now book called “The German 
Army,” by Herbert Rosinski.

Dr..Resinski js a very well-known 
writer and lecturer on naval and 
milltary rdblems. And he js a 
German refugee from Hitler. ' He 
tries to take you under a German 


officer's skin.

BEFORE the war it was one of 
the chicf purposes of German 
propaganda to circulate reports 
of this or that deadly weapon 
held by the Nazis, with which 
they would exterminate any 
foolish enough to oppose. them.. 
Even nervous old ladies came in 
the end to take these tales with 
a large allowance of salt. 

Now that the war is on, the 
Germans’ “frightening” tales 
continue more energetically than 
ever, Scarcely a ‘day passes 
without some report of terrors in 
store for the Allies. -Among the

Doubtless they are circu- 
lated in good faith, The 
supreme triumph of Nazi propa- 
ganda would be to obtain the un- 
witting services of neutrals for 
its dissemination, But the re- 
ports are part of too long a 
succession of canards to have 
much face value, 

It would be very agreeable to 
the enemy if large numbers of 
submarine chasers were diverted 
from the waters around the 
British islands to the Western 
Atlantic. Even if U-boats do 
become ‘a nuisance in those 
regions, the Navy will bo able to 
deal with them there as is being 
done elsewhere, But when a 
belligerent intends to Jaunch 
some surprise blow, he does not 
proclaim it beforehand to all the 
world. It would then bo only an 
Trishman’s surprise. 

Similarly with the biggest 
Bertha. In the last war theso 
Krupp monstrosities wero scarce- 
ly worth the candle. In this 
‘war they are something of an 
anachronism. If Germany has 
myriads of bombers with which 
to attack British towns, why 
trouble. with. super-artillory, 
which would be less effective and 
soon wear out? © That fs, unless 
the Germans tacitly admit they 
cannot hope to ‘make much im- 
pression with their bombers in 
the face of -the British anti- 
aircraft defences, 

There are ‘also hints of other 
“secret weapons” than, the

ME. A. P. HERBERT: 
recently broadcast a 


talk on “Bad Language.” 
By this he meant the woolly 
jargon and long. words that 
have alway been dear to the 
official mind. 

Thero is ‘another kind of 
language, however, which to an 
inerensing degree in modern 
times has become a_ public 
danger. This is the topsy turvy 
language which is spoken ‘by 
dictators and their followers— 
a language in which words may 
mean anything, even if it is the 
opposite to what they are said 
fo mean in the dictionary. 


Thus “peace” has ceased, to 
mean merely peace: it can also 
mean war with tanks, incen- 
diary bombs and all the rest of 
it, Japan is apparently at peace 
with China; Russia is apparently 
at peace with Finland: at least 
war has not been’ declared in 
either case. Yet how like war 
the whole thing seems! 


Russia, it is true, would pro- 
bably admit that she is carrying 
on a sort of war against some- 
thing culled the Finnish White 
Guard.

Most of the ministers, priests, and 
Church people hold that God is above 
Hitler, and belfeve In the Ideals of 
love and brotherhood instead of 
hatred against, other nations and 
races. Their principles are: “Thou 
shait love thy neighbour os thysclf” 
and “Thou shalt not kill.” 


But these views arc contrary to 
the ideology and deeds of Nazism. 
“If this idea of love had gained the 
upper hand, Europe to-day, would be 
nothing but a mass of many hundred 
millions stripped bare of any charac- 
ter,” is the opinion of Rosenberg.

There is another kind of 
language, however, which to an 
incransing degree. in modern 
times has become a_ public 
danger. This is the topsy turvy 
language which is spoken by 
dictators and their followers— 
a Janguage in which words may 
mean anything, even if it is the 
opposite to what they are said 
to mean in the dictionary. 


“Thus “peace” has ceased to 
mean merely peace: it can also 
mean war with tanks, incen- 
diary bombs and all the rest of 
it. Japan is apparently at peace 
with China; Russia is apparently

I confess I found Herr Hitler 
almost unintelligible last April 
when after the march into 
Prague, he said: “We have 
given Central Europe a great 
fortune, namely, peace.” If he 
had killed all the Czechs you 
might have understood him as 
meaning that he had given the 
Czechs the pence of the grave. 
But ‘the Czechs were still alive 
and their country had merely 
become a prison and a place of 
torment. “Great fortune” and 
“peace” are not the usual words 
for this, but the Nazis have a 
dictionary of their own, ‘accord- 
‘ing to which coal may legitim- 
ately be described as white and 


people have to agree that a 
word means whatever he wants 
it to mean. . 

Thus. when Herr. Hitler uses 
the word “freedom,” the Ger- 
man, though compelled to .ap- 
plaud, knows that he has to be- 
ware. He knows that the word 
is u signal for riveting more 
securely the chains that are the 
badge of his servitude. Or, 
perhups, he doesn’t know. The 
topsy-turvy language may have 
worked. 

Until the end of last summer 
many people thought that Hitler 
meant what he said on at least 
one subject—Bolshevism. “The 
masters of Russia to-day,” he 
said “are bloodstained criminals 
. the. dregs of humanity.” 
The international. Jew, he de- 
clared, is to-day “the absolute 
master of Russia.” The forces 
of Bolshevism, he maintained, 
were “sub-human,” and Ger: 
many could never make an ale 
liance with them except at the 
cost of her certain ruin. . 

This all seemed as clear as the 
prose of Dean Swift. And yet, 
as events have’ proved, what 
Herr Hitler really meant ‘was 
that Bolshevism wasn’t the 
slightest danger in the world 
and that there was 
and traditional friendship be- 
tween Russia and Germany, 
When he said “blood-stained 
criminals,” it was only the 
modern way of saying “jolly 
good pals.”

There is another kind’ of 
language, however,. which to an 
inerensing degree in modern 
times has ‘become a public 
danger.

Czechs the peace of the grave. 


But the Czechs were still alive 
and their country had -mercly 
become a prison and a place of 
torment. “Great fortune’ and 
“peace” are not the usual words 
for this, but the Nazis have a 
dictionary of their own, accord- 
ing to which coal may ‘legitim- 
ately be described as white and 
snow as black. 

‘A Nazi has the right,’ if-he 
likes, to call a cigarette a pan- 
cake --or—a —glass. of-—water_an_ 
elephant. And the German

Thus when Herr’ Hitler uses 
dhe word “freedom,” the, Ger- 
man, though’ compelled to tp- 
plaud, knows that he has to be- 
ware, He knows that the word 
is a signal for riveting more 
securely the chains that are the 
badge of his servitude. Or, 
perhaps, he doesn’t know. The 
topsy-turvy language may have 
worked, ; 

Until the end of last summer 
many people thought that Hitler 
meant what he said on at least 
one subject—Bolshevism. “The 
masters of Russia to-day,” he 
said “are bloodstnined criminals 
. the dregs of humanity.” 
The international Jew, he de- 
elared, is to-day “the absolute 
master of -Russih.” “The forces’ 
of Bolshevism, he maintained, 
were “sub-human,” and Ger- 
many could never make an al- 
liance with them except at the 
cost of her certain ruin, 

This all seemed ag clear as the 
prose of Dean Swift. And yet, 
as events have proved, what 
Herr Hitler really meant was 
that Bolshevism ‘wasn’t the 
slightest danger in the world 
and that there was a natural 
and traditional friendship be- 
tween Russia and Germany. 
When he said “blood-stained 
criminals,” -it was only the 
modern way of raying ‘Jolly 
good pals.” 

With language gone tops: - 
turvy like this it is no wonder 
that we hear‘ the Altmark des- 
cribed as a merchant ship, and 
the heroic exploit by which the 
British prisoners were rescued 
us “bestial.” Such things are 
merely the result of the inven- 
tion of a national vocabulary of

Similar statements. were made by 
the Pratestants, These declarations 
are proofs of thelr willingness to be 
loyal to the Hitler regime.

Broken Promises 


But as in -all other eases, Hitler 
ald not keep his promises; he could” 
not keep them, In the attempts to

“Mein Kampf,” ~ Hitler | wrote:—"A 
politician; however, *must estimate. 
the value of a religion, not so much 
from the point of view of the faults 
inherent in it, but in relation to the 
advantage'of a substitute which may 
be manifestly better. But until.some 
substitute. appears, only fools and 
criminals wilt destroy: what is there

“The. question of the’ divinity ‘of 
Christ fs ridiculous and unnecessary,

eventual fighting on the western 
front which- imagination has led 


us to believe. : 

Althouzh the figure must be con- 
firmed, it is reported from Finnish 
sources that 1,186 Russian = tanks 
were captured or destroyed. This 
brings tank: casualties to more than 
50 per cent. because military reports 
estimate that the .Soviet  comman' 
concentrated only 2,500 to 3,000 tanks 
on the Finnish front. 


Faster They Are, 
Quicker They're Destroyed 


The Finnish war seems to have 
confirmed the technical conclusion 
mado during tho, Spanish war that 
the faster tanks go the more vulncr- 
able they are and that much greater 
progress has been made In perfecting 
antl-lank guns, tank traps, mines and 
ditches for the destruction of tanks 
than there has been made in increas- 
ing their sccurity. 

Finn’sh sources also claim they 
shot down 587 Russian platies which 
would be approximately one third of 
the total used, Again the proportion 
js nbout equal to:that-used In the 
dust phases of {he Spanish war and 
confirms the effectiveness of modern 
aircraft artillery, because the Finns 
possessed very few fighting planes 
and secured most of their victories 
from the ground. ‘ 

The failure of the Russian tank 
corps ‘to break through the Finnish 
defences at any vital point contrast- 
ed with the Germans successful usc 
of tanks jn ralding deep Into the 
heart of Poland—one of the main 
causes of the swift Pollsh defeat. 

But as detailed . reports of the 
Polish fighting become available It 
is evident that the German tanks
